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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the proper symbol or a label must be 
provided for all blocks 20, 17, 8, 14, 10, 11, 33, 34, 16, 18, in figure 1, 10, 11 15. 16, 8, 
and 34 in figure 2, and 12, 14, 1 1, 16, 14, 8, 18, 10, 20 and 34 in figure 3 in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.84N,0. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be rienumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fomn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
French et al, WO 98/1 1 356 cited by applicants. 

French shows a system for detecting a rotational motion in a machine housing 
and provides a sensor module B with plural sensors 110-114. These sensors are 
analogous to the claimed measuring transducer. The measuring transmitter reads on 
transmitter device 124. see page 10, lines 4-17. 

The recited separate energy accumulator reads on storage unit 128, see figure 7, 
page 1 0, lines 24-29 as well as page 11. 

With respect to claim 2, see rotating target wheel 1 1 8, page 1 1 , lines 5-1 5. 
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With respect to claim 3, see rectifier for converting on page 11, lines 11-15. 
With respect to claims 4 and 6, see transmitting device 124. 
With respect to claim 5, see processing unit 120, page 12, lines 1-9. 
With respect to claim 7, see temperature sensor 112, page 9, lines 1-6. 
With respect to claim 8, see seal on page 8, lines 21-24. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
EP0984286A1 as discussed on page 1, paragraph 0003 of applicants specification. 
The language in this paragraph clearly anticipates the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of thiis title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP 0984286A1 (page 1, paragraph 0003 of applicants specification) in view of French 
(as applied above). 

.EP0984286 as discussed in the specification does not suggest the specifics of 
the system for detecting the rotational motion of a shaft. 
French as discussed above shows such features. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to provide the 
specific sealing arrangement of EP0984286 in the rotational movement detector of 
French because the use and advantages of a sealing arrangement in a rotational 
detector is suggested in the EP0984286 reference. 



Conclusion 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ikeuchi et al are cited as showing a rotational motion detection 
with sensors.
